RULES FOR THE WORKING OF THE HOSTEL FOR WORKING 

MEN AND WOMEN . 
1. Short Title . These Rules may be called the Rules for the Working 
of Hostels for Working Men and Women . 

2. Purpose. --The Hostel ismeant for giving lodging and boarding 
facilities to working persons, employed under Government and private 
offices and undertakings with moderate comfort and at as low a cost as 
possible . 

3. Classes of Hostels.-- There shall be two classes of Hostels ; Hostels 
for Men and Hostels for Women . 

4. Government to fix the number of Hostels. - Governmentmay from time 
to time fix the number of Hostels . 

5. " Accommodation . - Each hostelmay have accommodation for about 
50 persons. 

6. Who may be admitted . - Working men or women under Government 
or private office or undertaking earning a monthly salary of not more 
than Rs. 150 are eligible for admission to the hostel. 

7. General administration and management.-- (i) The general control and 
management of each hostel shall be vested in a Managing Committee 
constituted by Government for the purpose . 

(ii ) The day-to-day administration of the hostel shall be in accord 
ance with the decisions and instructions of the Managing Committee 
subject to any special or general order issued by the Inspector General 
of Prisons or the Government. 

( iii) The Inspector General of Prisons shall be the Controlling 
Authority in respect of the administration and finance of the hostel. 

(iv) There shall be such number of staff either paid or honorary 
for the due working of the hostel as fixed by Government. The staff 
shall work under the Managing Committee . 

8. Managing Committee.- (i) The Government shall constitute a 
Managing Committee for each hostel for a period of two years, and any 
change or modification deemed necessary in the composition of the 
Committee shall be made with the approval of Government. 

( ii ) The Managing Committee shall consist of both officials and 
non -officials, the total number of members being not exceeding eleven . 

(iii) Each Managing Committee shall have a Chairman , Secretary 
and Treasurer . 
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( iv ) The Warden of the hostel shall be the Ex officio Secretary and 
the Treasurer of the Managing Committee . 

(v ) The Managing Committee may recommend the removal of 
any of its members for his/her failure to attend four consecutivemeetings 
or for other reasons. The recommendations shall be made to the 
Gover nment through the Inspector General of Prisons and they shall 
nominate a substitute. 

(vi) The Managing Committee shall ordinarily meet once in two 
months. Additionalmeetings shall be convened by the Chairman if 
deemed necessary or at the request of 1/3 of the members. 

(vii ) One-third of themembers shall form the quorum for holding 
the meeting of the Committee . 

(viii) The date and time of the meetings shall be fixed by the 
Secretary in consultation with the Chairman and notice thereof with 
the agenda be circulated among the members at least a week before the 
date of meeting. 

(ix ) The minutes of each committee meeting shall be sent to the 
Inspector General of Prisons by the Secretary . 

(x ) The Managing Committees shall have powers to give admission 
to the applicants to the hostels. 

(xi) The Managing Committee shall have power to settle the 
contract for the supply of provision and other articles for the hostel, 

(xii) The Managing Committee shall have power to make appoint 
ments to the sanctioned establishment of the hostel except the post of 
the Warden . 


(xiii) The Chairman of the Committee shall have power to sanction 
all kinds of leave to the stafff excepting casual leave to the staff subordi 
nate to the Warden . 

(xiv ) The Managing Committee shall have power to dismiss or 
discharge any of the staff members except the Warden subject to rati 
fication by the Inspector General of Prisons. 

(xv ) The Managing Committee shall have power to fine the staff 
members except the Warden for violation of Conduct Rules up to Rs. 5 
at a time. 

(xvi) The Managing Committee may sanction the purchase of 
furniture, utensils , provision articles etc. required for the hostel. 

(xvii) The Managing Committee shall have power to prepare the 
menu and decide the method of supplying noon meals to those going to 
Offices at a distance from the hostel, etc. 

9. Warden . - There shall be a paid Warden for the hostel. An 
Hon : Warden may also be nominated from among the Hostellers by the 
Committee to be in charge of the hostel in the absence of the paid 
Warden . 


10. Duties and responsibilities of Warden- (i) The Warden shall be in 
immediate charge of the hostel and responsible for maintaining disci 
pline in the hostel. 

(ii) The Warden shall be responsible for the maintenance of 
accounts and correspondence relating to the hostel. 

(ii) The Warden shall be responsible for all the properties of the 
hostel and for all moneys and stores received and shall furnish a security 
of Rs. 500 . 

( iv ) The Warden shall be responsible for the supervision and 
control of the subordinate stal in the hostel. 

(v) The Warden inay grant casual lcave to the subordinate staff 
under him /her . Apart from the above , the duties of the Warden may 
include all those duties that may be assigned on him /her by the Govern 
ment or the Inspector eneral of Prisons time to 

11. Subordinate Staff - Government may sanction such number of 
subordinate staff as are required for the hostel on the recommendation 
of the Inspector General of Prisons. 

12. Payment of grant and financial administration of the hostel- (i) A lump 
sum grant shall be paid by Government for each hostel for the purpose 
ofmeeting the initial expenditure towards purchase of furniture, utensils 
and other equipments required for the hostel. Government shall also 
sanction annual grants to meet the expenditure on buildings, rent, 
establishment charges and for supply of additional furniture , utensils, 
etc., and repairs of furniture and utensils on the recommendation of the 
Inspector General of Prisons. An amount of Rs. 1,000 may be 
sanctioned for each hostel as advance for purchasing provision articles. 
This advance shall be repaid to Government in monthly instalments 
extending over a period not exceeding 2 years. 

(ü ) The boarding fee for each month shall be fixed by dividing the 
expenditure on food items equally among the boarders. 

(iii) An, account shall be opened in the State Bank or in any 
Scheduled Bank in the name of the Hostel and it shall be operated by 
the Treasurer. All the moneys received for the hostel shall be remitted 
in the Bank soon on receipt and the amounts required for meeting the 
expenditure from time to timemay be withdrawn from the account. 

(iv ) Receipt and expenditure statement shall be prepared by the 
Warden at the close of every month and forwarded to the Inspector 
General of Prisons notlater than 15th of the succeeding month . 

(v) The Warden shall prepare a receipt and expenditure statement 
at the close of every financial year and forward it to the Inspector 
General of Prisons together with a detailed report on the working of the 
Institution for the year. 

(vi) Provisional grant for each year shall be sanctioned by Govern 
ment in the month of April based on the revised estimate of the 
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preceeding year. In the case of a newly started institution the provisional 
grant shall be fixed on the basis of the probable expenditure for the year 
in which it is started . 

(vii ) The final grant for each year to the hostel shall be sanctioned 
by Government after the close of every financial year on the basis of the 
actual expenditure of that particular year . 

(viii) The provisional grant fixed shall be divided into equal 
monthly instalments by the Inspector General of Prisons and the amount 
for each month shall be drawn by the Warden in grant- in -aid bills duly 
countersigned by the Inspector General of Prisons. The bills which are 
duly countersigned by the Inspector General of Prisonsshall be honoured 
by the Treasury Officers concerned without further authorisation from 
the Accountant General. 

(ix ) Maintenance of Registers and other records and the disburse 
ment of pay and allowances, etc., will be in strict compliance to the 
rules under the Travancore Financial and Account Code. 

(x ) The Managing Committeemay exercise such financial powers 
in respect of the hostel as are laid down in the " Rules governing the 
grantand expenditure of the Institutions under Social and Moral 
Hygiene and Aftercare Programmes" . 

13. Admission of inmates in the hostel- (i) Any person who seeks 
admission to the hostel will put in an application addressed to the 
Warden in the prescribed form ( vide annexure ) with the certificates 
required therein 

The Warden may admit provisionally any eligible 
applicant in the hostel subject to availability of accommodation and 
ratification by the Managing Committee . 

(ii ) Each applicant shall on admission deposit a mess advance of 
Rs. 30 (Rs. thirty only) and a caution money of Rs. 10 (Rs. ten only) . 
Any loss or damage caused to the furniture or other articles of the hostel 
by any resident will be made good from his /her caution money and 
mess advance and the balance , if any, will be returned to him /her, when 
he/ she leaves the hostel. 

Plates, glasses , tiffin carriers, etc., for individual use of the 
residentmay be purchased at his/her own cost and kept in the hostel 
for personal use . The hostel servants will clean them and entrust them 
to the owner for safe custody, after use. Each resident shall be provided 
with a cot, a chair , and a table. Any additional furniture required can 
be had at their own cost subject to the approval of the Warden . 

The Bedding required also shall be provided by the residents 
themselves at their own cost. The number of guests at a time will be 
limited to one per resident and the maximum period of stay fixed as 
3 days at the most. The rate of fee per guest will be fixed by the 
Managing Committee. 

Room rent will be charged as follows: 
IncomeRs. 50 and below 

Nil. 
Incomebetween Rs. 51-100 Rs. 5 per mensum . 
Income between Rs. 101-150 Rs, 10 
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( iii) If and when the loss or damage caused by a resident to the 
articles of the hostel is more than that could be made good from the 
caution money and mess advance he /she is liable to pay the excess loss . 

(iv) Each resident should pay the monthly boarding fee fixed 
before the 5th of every succeeding month . 

(v ) No residentshall ordinarily leave the hostel without giving 
intimation thereof to the Warden one month prior to his /her departure 
and all the dues to the hostel should be paid before leaving the hostel. 

14. Hostel Regulations: -Residents are expected to keep their rooms, 
tables and beds clean and tidy and be punctual at meals . No meals 
are served at any but regular appointed hours except with the special 
permission of the Warden . The Warden shall notify the time ofmeals 
etc. every week in advance and place it on the Notice Board . The 
control and management of the hostel and the staff rests with the 
Warden . The residents are not allowed to give orders or to pay any 
tips to the hostel servants except through the Warden . When going 
out except to the offices the residents are expected to inform the Warden 
and enter their names with time in the Out Register before leaving and 
on their return . The residents of Women Hostel as a rule must return 
to the hostel before 7 p.m. When this is not possible, theWarden should 
be informed and permission obtained in advance whenever possible 
The residents of Men Hostel as a rule should retucn to the hostel before 
9 p.m. For stay beyond that time previous intimation with reason to 
be given to the Warden . 

15. Visitors - Residents may receive visitors between 6 a . m . and 
6-30 p . m . Visitors should be received only in the Visitors Room . No 
resident is allowed to spend a night away from the Hostel without the 
approval of the Warden . 

16. Medical Care- All cases of illness must be reported to the 
Warden who will take immediate necessary steps for giving the Medical 
aid . The cost of treatment if any will be met by the resident himself. 
In case the parents or other relations are to be informed , it should be 
done in consultation with the resident without causing much delay. 
No club or any such undertaking may be organised inside the hostel 
without the previous sanction of the Warden and nothing should be 
posted on the Notice Board without the previous written approval of 
of the Warden . 

Any matter requiring consideration must be referred to the Warden 
and the decision of the Warden to be accepted . Appeal shall lie to 
the Chairman on any decision taken by the Warden . 

17. General- (i) The Accounts of the Hostels are auditable by the 
Examiner of Local Fund Accounts who shall furnish to the Accountant 
General, Kerala , both the annual audit certificate and utilisation certi 
ficate of the grant paid to the hostels . 

( ii ) The Inspector-General of Prisons or his deputecs shall conduct 
periodical inspections so as to ensure proper utilisation of the funds and 
proper running of the institution . 
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(iii) The Managing Committee of each hostel may framerules 
governing the conduct of the residents or any other point not dealt 
with in these rules and adopt the same with the approval of the 
Inspector-General of Prisons .

ORDER 
Consequent on the enactment of the Kerala University Act 
on 30-8-1957 the following Colleges which were under the 
Administrative Control of the University were transferred to 
the control of the Government. 

1. University College , Trivandrum . 
2. Women s College, Trivandrum . 
3. Intermediate College, Trivandrum . 
4. Training College, Trivandrum . 
5. Sanskrit College, Trivandrum . 

( 2 ) The teaching staff of the above Colleges come under 
the category of personnel thus brought under the control of 
Government with effect from the above date (30-8-1957 ) ex 
cluding the non -technical staff in the Polytechnics . 

(3) The teaching staff of the Colleges which were under 
the control of the University are to be integrated with the 
teaching staff of the Cochin -Malabar area with effect from 
30-8-1957 (i.e., the date on which the colleges were transferred 
to Government s control) , after the integration of the latter 
category as on 1-11-1956 , it finalised . The integration of the 
teaching staff of the Colleges in the Cochin -Malabar area is 
being finalised in the Public Department ( Integration ) . 

, (4 ) The University was not keeping a common , subject 
war seniority list in respect of the staff of the different colleges 
under their control. The practice followed was to treat each 
college as a separate unit for purposes of promotion etc. There 
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were also three grades of lecturers in the Arts and Science 
Colleges under the University till 1-4-1955, viz .: 

Rs. 225-275 
Rs . 175-225 and 

Rs. 125-175 . 
In the Training College lecturers were on the scale of 
Rs. 175-275. All the above grades have been revised to the 
scale of Rs. 150-400 with effect from 1-4-1955 . Therefore 
before the question of integration of the University Staff with 
the Cochin -Malabar personnel is taken up a common seniority 
list of the University staff as on 30-8-1957 has to be drawn up . 
Government have approved the following principles for the 
preparation of the seniority of University personnel. 

( i) Before the common seniority list as on 30-8-1957 is 
drawn up a seniority list of the Officers in the integrating 
institutions ( i.e. the Colleges under the University ) should be 
brought up -to -date as on 31-3-1955 , because till that date there 
were three grades of lecturers and they have accepted and came 
to a stand of inter -se seniority between the various incumbents 
holding these posts. 

( ii ) The scale of Rs. 175-275 in the Training College prior 
to 1-4-1955 is an amalgamation of scales of Rs. 175-225 and 
Rs . 225-275 . Government have accepted the principle that for 
purposes of fixing seniority among the lecturers of the different 
colleges the service in the scale of Rs. 175-275 and the combined 
service on Rs. 175-225 and Rs. 225-275 has to be equated and 
that it should also be ensured that this should not disturb the 
inter - se seniority in each branch . Thus the combined seniority 
list of the lecturers in Arts and Science Colleges ( on Rs. 175-225 
and Rs. 225-275 ) has been drawn up first and the names of 
lecturers on Rs. 175-275 inserted at appropriate places.. 

(iii) Government have also decided to prepare a common 
seniority list in respect of Persons holding the posts of Pro 
fessors , Professors ( Juniors ) , Lecturers, Physical Directors, 
Demonstrators as on 30-8-1957 in the different Colleges with 
reference to their continuous service in each category of post 
inter-se seniority in each unit being kept intact by the appli 
cation of K. L. M. principle. Such a list has been drawn up 
subject-war up - to junior Professors and a common seniority 
list for Professors. 


(5 ) Two provisional integrated gradation lists of the 
teaching staff of the Colleges under the University , one as on 
31-3-1955 and the other as on 30-8-1957 prepared on the above 
principles are approved by the Government for publication . 

( 6 ) The Superintendent, Government Presses is requested 
to arrange for the publication of the appended lists in the next 
issue of the gazette. 
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( 7 ) Appeals if any on the ranking in the gradation list 
should be submitted to the Government through the Director 
of Collegiate Education within a period of one month from the 
publication of the list. The Director of Collegiate Education 
will forward such appeals to Government with his specific 
recommendations, 

( 8 ) The Superintendent, Government Presses will also 
arrange for 200 copies of the list being printed and supplied 
to the Director of Collegiate Education and fifty copies to the 
Government in the Education ( F ) Department. 

( 9 ) The Director of Collegiate Education will also inform 
the Officers whose names are in the list and who have been 
deputed to Technical and other Departments .

AWARD 


The industrial dispute between themanagement of Commonwealth 
Trust Ltd., Kozhikode and their workmen represented by the Tile 
Workers Union , Feroke was referred to this Court for adjudication 
by Order No. 7014 /L5 /61/HLD of the Health and Labour Department 
of the Government of Kerala dated 20-2-1961. The only issue re 
ferred to adjudication is the question of retrenchment of Sri Harold 
Clament. 

2. The Union filed their statement on 15-3-1961. In the state 
ment it is contended that the worker concerned is a permanent 
electrician getting a monthly salary of Rs. 108 and he has put in 64 
years of continuous service under the management. He has been 
retrenched with effect from 16-10-196 ). The union contends that 
there is no necessity to retrench him . There is need for the post of 
an electrician . If the factory is to run without an electrician the same 
will be dangerous to the machinery and workers. The retrenchment 
order is without any bona fide and was adopted by the management 
with a view to victimise the worker. There was an electrician in the 
Company previous to his appointment under the management. 
Mr. Harold was appointed only in his place. The management filed 
their reply statement on 24-4-1961 denying the allegations in the state 
ment of the union . The management contends that he was retrenched 
for the valid reason of his being found redundant and his fact has been 
stated in the notice of retrenchment. The management has also 
denied his length of service as 61 years claimed by the Union . 
According to ihe management he was under the management for a 
period of 5 years and 8 months. The management alleges that the 
order of retrenchment was done bona fide without any malice towards 
the worker. The Union allegation that there is sufficient work for a 
full time electrician is also denied in the statement of the management. 
The management contends that Sri Harold Clament was retrenched 
bona fide for trade reasons. The Union filed a rejoinder contradicting 
themanagement allegations . 

3. The Union examined WW1 to WW3 and marked Exts. W1 
to W15 . The management examined MWI and marked Exts . MIand 
M2. 

4. The case came up for argument. After some discussion in 
Court in the presence of parties and their advocates the matter was 
settled on the management agreeing to pay and the union conceeding 
to accept Rs.868 and 32 np. in full and final settlement of all the claims 
of the worker against the management. The Union advocate Sri 
N.Gangadhara Menon and theUnion president Sri P. K.Koru and 
the worker present in Court signed in the deed of settlement. For 
the management their advocate Mr. M.Ramachandra Menon signed 
in the deed . I pass the award on terms and conditions given in the 
Annexure below . This award will become enforceable after 30 days 
of its publication in the Government Gazette.

The following draft of certain rules which the Government of 
Kerala propose to .inake in exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section ( 3) of section 125 and clause (a ) of sub-section . 2) of section 
344 of the Kerala Municipalities Act, 1960 ( Act 14 of 1961) is hereby 
published for general information as required by sub -section (1) of 
Section 345 of the said Act . 

Notice is hereby given that the said draft will be taken up for 
consideration on or after 12-4-1962 and that any suggestion or objection 
which may be received from any person in respect of the said draft 
before the date specified above will be considered by the Government. 
Objections and suggestions shall be addressed to the Additional 
Secretary to Government, Development Department, Secretariat, 
Trivandrum . 

DRAFT RULES 
1 . Short Title. These rules may be called the Kerala Municipalities 
(Duty on transfer of property) Rules, 1962. 

2. Definitions. In these rules unless there is anything repugnant in 
the subject or context: 

(i) Government means the Government of Kerala ; 

instrument means an instrument of sale, exchange, gift, 
mortgage with possession and lease in perpetuity of immovable property 
on which transfer duty is leviable under Section 125 of the Kerala 
Municipalities Act, 1960 (Act 14 of 1961), but does not include 
instruments of sale of hereditory rights , sales of fisheries and gifts falling 
under the definition of " settlement" in the Stamp Act, and certificates 
of sale ; 

(iii) " Stamp Act" means the Kerala Stamp Act, 1959 (Act 17 o 
1959 ) ; 

( iv ) " Transfer duty ” means the duty on transfers of property 
leviable under Section 125 of the Kerala Municipalities Act, 1960 and 

( v ) all wor is and expressions not defined in these rules sball 
have the meaning respectively assigned to them by the Stamp Act and 
the rules thereunder. 

3. Provisions of the Stamp Act to apply to transfer duty:-(1) Al th 
provisions of the Stamp Act and the rules made thereunder shall, so fa 
as may be , apply in relation to the transfer duty as they apply 
relation to the duty chargeable under that Act. 

(2) Where the transfer duty or any portion thereof, is less than 
10 P such duty or portion shall not be collocted . 
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4. Duties of registering officers in regard to the particulars to be set forth 
in instruments :-(1) Whenever any instrument is presented for registration 
to any registering officer , he shall see whether the particulars referred 
to in Section 28 of the Stamp Act are set forth in the instrument 
separately as required by the said section 28 read with sub-section (2 ) 
of section 125 of the Kerala Municipalities Act, 1960 and shall also 
ensure that theMunicipalities within whose jurisdiction the property 
concerned is situated , is set forth clearly in the instrument. 

(2 ) If the said particulars be not so separately set forth in the 
instrument, the registering officer must impound it and make a report 
to the District Collector calling his attention to Section 62 of the Stamp 
Act , 

( 3) The duty leviable on an instrument of exchange shall be 
regulated as follows: 

(a ) if the values of the properties exchanged are unequal, the 
duty shall be levied on the value of the property of the greater value ; 

(b ) if the values of the properties exchanged are equal, the 
higher amount of duty leviable shall be levied . 

5. Maintenance and consolidation of accounts in respect of transfer 
duty : 

(1) (a) Every registering officer shall maintain an account of the 
duty paid in respect of each instrument registered by him showing 
separately the duty imposed by the Stamp Act and the transfer duty . 
He shall also maintain a separate account for each Municipality within 
whose jurisdiction the property concerned is situated ascertaining it from 
the concerned party and getting it recorded in the instrument wherever 
necessary the amount on which the transfer duty is to be levied . 

(b ) The duty levied on an instrument of exchange shall be dis 
tributed among Municipalities concerned in proportion to the amount 
of duty leviable on the properties in the respective municipal areas. 

(c) The said account shall be consolidated quarterly for each 
such municipality by the Inspector General of Registration . 

(d ) The Inspector General of Registration may issue executive 
instructions regarding the maintenance of accounts by registering officers 
in this behalf and the form in which the consolidated accounts for each 
quarter are to be forwarded to the Accountant General, Kerala and the 
Tieasury Deputy Collectors of the Districts. 

(2) In the case of instruments which do not comeinto the hands of 
the registering officers owing to the fact that they are not compulsorily 
registrable under section 17 of the Indian Registration Act, 1908 , the 
Collector, before whom any such instrument is produced under Section 
31 or Section 41 of the Stamp Act , or who impounds any such instru 
ment under Section 3 % of the said Act, or receives a certificate of the 
duty and penalty paid in respect of any surh instrument or the original 
of any such instrument under Section 37 of that Act, shall keep an 
account of the duty paid in respect of each such instrument showing 
separately the duty imposed by the Stamp Act and the transfer duty 
and forward to the District Registrar conc rned within one month 
after the close of each quarter, a quarterly consolidated account with 
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particulars in the case ofeach such instrument regarding the naincs of 
the executant and claimant, the date of execution , the nature of the 
transaction , the amount of consideration , the value of the property or 
the amount secured by the mortgage as the case may be, and th : 
description of the property situated within the limits of a municipality . 

(3 ) If in any case it is impossible to recover the full duty payable 
on any instrument, then only such portion of the duty realised on such 
instrument as in excess of that imposed by the Stamp Act shall alone 
be treated in the accounts referred to in this rule as transfer duty . 

6. Collector to forward the District Registrar concerned quarterly 
statement of refunds of transfer duty : 

Every Collector who sanctions a refund of the transfer duty paid 
on any instrument shall forward to the District Registrar concerned 
within one month after the close of each quarter a statement of instru 
ments in respect of which such refunds were sanctioned during the 
quarter noting therein the amount of the transfer duty refunded and 
the particulars referred to in rule 5 (2 ) in respect of each such 
instrument. 

7. Inspector General of Registration to send intimation to the 
Accountant General and the Treasury Deputy Collector in respect of 
the amount payable to Municipalities : 

Intimation regarding the amount payable quarterly to each 
Municipality and the amount of deduction on account of the colection 
of the transfer duty to be credited to the Government in respect of the 
instruments referred to in sub- rules ( 1) and (2 ) of rule 5 shall be sent 
by the Inspector General of Registration to the Accountant General, 
Kerala and the Treasury Deputy Collector of the Districts within 
two months after the close of each quarter . 

The amount payable to the Municipality concerned shall epresent 
the transfer duty paid less a deduction of three per cent thereon on 
account of the collection charges of the transfer duty and the amoun 
of refunds referred to in rule 6 , if any, such collection charges being 
credited to the accounts of the Registration Department. 

In calculating the net amount payable to each municipality 
fractions of a naye paise which comes to half or more shall be counted 
as one naye paise and less than half shall be ignored . 

8. Payments to Municipalities by the Treasury Deputy Collec 
tors : 

The Treasury Deputy Collectors of the District shall vithin three 
months after the close of each quarter issue necessary instructions to 
Treasuries for payment to the Municipalities concerned the amount 
payable to them .as per intimation by the Inspector General of 
Registration under rule 7. 

9. Executive authorities of Municipal Councils will send to the 
Sub -Registrars having jurisdiction over their respective area , copies of 
notifications altering their limits from time to time. 


10. All instruments executed by or on behalf of any registered 
co - operative society by an officer or member of such society and 
relating to the business of such society shall be exempted from the 
operation of these Rules . 

11. The concession allowed under the proviso to Section 25 of the 
Kerala Stamp Act in regard to stamp duty, is applicable to transfer 
duty also . 

12. The Inspector General of Registration may issue such 
executive orders to registering officers as may be found necessary from 
time to time for the effective implementation of the provisions in these 
rules, in so far as they relate to the collection of transfer duty in the 
form of Stamp Paper in the Sub -Offices.
